T. H. Mugford and Curtis Vin- 
cent, state officials at the confer- 
ence, emphasized that public hear- 
ings will be held and inspections 
made of all sites coming within 
the specifications. Local or com- 
munity sponsors of sites were urg- 
ed to present material to the state 


finance department without de-_ 


lay. 
Cities Present 
In an informal poll from com- 
munity representatives, it was in- 
dicated that Fullerton would pre- 
sent four to five sites; Brea, two; 


Santa Ana, one; Anaheim, three: - 


Newport Harbor, one; Garden 
Grove, one; and also the Mile- 
Square airport north of Hunting- 
ton Beach. 

Murdy urged that the site selec- 
tion be expedited so that the 1958 
legislature could allocate money 
for construction to supplement 
the $1,640,000 already appro- 
priated to buy and develop a site 
of about 200 acres.

Logically one would think that voting had been open 


to all members of the Associated Students — those who. 


hold student body cards. The fact is, voting is open only 
to those who hold tickets to the Homecoming Dance. Not 
to the homecoming game, or class reunions, or the numer- 
ous activities that surround the gala homecoming season 
— just the dance. 


At the October Ist Inter-Club Council meeting, when 
the Homecoming Queen Committee made the voting 
recommendation, the Council — after a short discussion— 
voted to elect the Homecoming Queen by this method of 
“selling voting rights’ to the students of SAC. 


The reason for this is that the Homecoming Dance, 
those who handle the activities say, is the ‘‘only dance of 
the year that makes any money.” 


So the dance makes a few dollars, quite a few o€¢- 
casionally, and the college queen is elected by some 25 
per cent of those who should be eligible to vote. Those who 
should be eligible are A.S. card holders. 

The right to vote for the queen stimulates ticket sales 
these people say.

Maybe, but a little too 
improbable. But you should certainly be allowed to vote for 
your queen.
